


WYCOMBE SET 
FOR DOUBLE 


WYCOMBE Wanderers 
should collect another three 
points this evening 
(Tuesday) in their bid to stay 
amongst the leaders at the 
top of the table, when they 
entertain struggling Hayes in 
their Rothmans Isthmian 
League Division One en- 
counter at Loakes Park. 
Hayes are really. in the 
doldrums this season. They 
have not recovered — what 
side could? —- from the 
shock of losing five regulars 
a couple of weeks before the 
start of the season. Add on 
injuries to four more players, 
and it is easy to see why 
there are only three teams 
below them in the table. 


Bobby Hatt, a former 
Loakes Park favourite, who 
has. also played for Slough, 
left for Wokingham at the 
beginning of August, and 
took with him John Wilks 
and Les Hartridge. In addi- 
tion goalkeeper Ian Bath 
joined Kingstonian, while 
Kenny Kent signed on for 
Maidenhead United. 


This left new manager 
Bob Ross, who played 
league football with Brent- 
ford, before taking over as 
boss of Cambridge City, with 
a giant sized problem. Apart 
from Ron Harris,.whom he 
brought from Cambridge, 
Ross has relied on youth to 
fill the gaps left by the mass 
exodus.

When the teams met at 
Church Road on September 
10, Wycombe won 2-1 with 
goals from Steve Perrin and 
Dylan Evans. Despite the 
scoreline Blues won comfor- 
tably, a late goal flattering 
Hayes’ performance. 

Wycombe are unlikely to 
make any changes from the 
side, which so capably 
defeated Hendon 5-0 last 
week and which had such an 
easy time against Milton 
Keynes on Saturday. 
However. it is just possible 
that Tony Horseman will 
replace Dylan Evans.
